Washington,

«—(AP)— 


The U. S. circuit court of appeals 
today upheld the contempt of court 
conviction of John L. Lewis and 
the United Mine Workers for fail- 
ure to call off a strike last year. 


The court ordered the UMW 


chief and the union to pay fines 
totaling $1,420.000. The fines were 
imposed by Federal District Judge 
T. Alan Goldsborough on April 20, 
1948. 


The fine against Lewis amounted 


to $20,000. The union fine waa 
$1,400,000. 


Goldsborough imposed the fines 


because Lewis, refused to carry 
out a court order to halt a strike 
over miners" pensions, 


It was the second contempt find- 


ing; against Lev/is and the union. 


In 1946 Goldsborough fined the 


union $3,500,000 and Lewis $10,000 
for contempt On an appeal to the 
supreme court, the union's fine 
was cut to $700,000. Lewis' pen- 
alty was left unchanged. In the 
second contempt action, Golds- 
borough doubled both fines. 


Accused Operators 


The strike last year began after 


Lewis accused tha soft coal opera- 
tors of "dishonoring" their con- 
tract by not agreeing to his de- 
mands for a $100 a month pension 


• for elderly, retired nniecra.

Lewis ap- 


pealed to the miners to go back 
to their jobs after the fines were 
•lapped on him and the union. 


Lewi* appealed the fines. 
The three-judge appeals court, 


in its unanimous opinion, held that 
the contempt conviction "does not 
concern the meaning of the agree- 
ment between the miners and op- 
erators or the right to strike, or 
the so-called Taft-Hartley act." It 
added: 


Their Decision 


"It (the decision) concerns only 


the narrow question whether peo- 
ple must obey a temporary order 
issued by a court which seeks to 
maintain conditions until it can de- 
termine its authority in the dis- 
pute." 


The appeals court contended that 


the supreme court has ruled "that 
people who disobey such an order 
of a court ma^ be punished for 
contempt of court, even if it is 
decided later that the act under 
which the order was issued was 
unconstitutional." 


The "restraining order was issued 


under the Taft-Hartley law pro- 
vision 
permitting 
court injunc- 


tions against strikes that imperil 
the national health or safety. 


Lewis and the union contended 


in their appeal that there was 
no evidence of a "strike1 'or that 
they authorized, ordered or sug- 
gested a work stoppage. 


Paris, June 
6—(AP)—A re- 


sponsible east European - diplomat 
said today Soviet Deputy Prime 
Minister Vyacheslav M. Molotov 
has been placed in charge of Rus- 
sia's policies in China and else- 
where in the Orient. 


The informant forecast an early 


change in Russia's attitude of dip- 
lomatic aloofness toward the Chin- 
ese Communists. 


No official 
confirmation was 


available from Russian sources in 
Paris. 


The informant said Molotov was 


given the task of shaping and car- 
rying out a Soviet "big brother" 
attitude toward the emerging Red 
Chinese regime. 


In effect, the move could mean 


the Kremlin has initiated a policy 
of giving all possible help in poli- 
tical and economic fields to the 
Chinese Communists in an effort 
to turn industrially poor, sprawl- 
ing China into a modern state.

been suggestions from some west- 
ern quarters that Mao Tze-Tung, 
the Communist leader, might 
Nationalist ideas such as those 
Premier Marshal Tito of Yugosla- 
via, which have drawn the fire,of 
Russia and the lesser Communist 
nations.

Story of Kidnaping 


By FRANK HOYLE 


(As Told to a Telegraph Reporter) 


"About 5 o'clock Saturday night, a stranger dressed in rough 


work clothing, came to the Newman garage and asked to be shown 
a used car. He said that he desired to make a purchase. I showed 
him the cars on hand and he decided on a coupe. I took him for a 
demonstration drive, going east of Dixon on the River road to the 
cement plant curve and then back to the garage. He said that he 
liked the car but wanted to talk over the purchase with his wife and 
departed. Later I was told that he had inquired for used cars at 
about three other Dixon dealers. 


"I went to my supper and re- 


turned to the garage, the stranger 
reappearing about 7:30 and stating 
that he desired to drive the car 
himself. I placed a set of dealer's' 
license plates on the car and we 
drove east of Dixon to Hill's cor- 
ner on state route 2, where he 
informed me that the car suited 
him and that he would purchase 
it. When I told him we would go 
back to the garage, I got out to 
get behind the steering wheel and 
he climbed out off the other door. 
We both walked to the rear of the 
car to change seats and when I 
climbed in, I observed a black 
revolver which my passenger held 
on his lap.

Pointed Gun 


"When I got back of the wheel 


he ordered me to drive straight 
ahead and pointed the gun at me 
as he gave the instructions. We 
continued on the gravel road to a 
point north of Franklin Grove 
,»here he ordered me to turn over 
my money, waving1 the revolver as 
he did so. Despite my arguments 
he insisted that I give him the 
money, which amounted to about 
$80.

There was no 
traffic on the road and I continued 
to walk along the side as much as 
possible.

been committed to the institution from the juvenile division of the 
Cook county circuit court. Both were colored and from Chicago, and 
were held in the patient's security cottage until they were 16 years 
of age which would permit them to be transferred to the Illinois 
Security hospital at Menard, according to Dr. C. K. Bush, Jr., assist- 
ant managing officer at the institution. 


Saturday night at 11 o'clock 


Henry Lewis and Je^se Young, 
both colored patients requested 
the two attendants, Jay Johnson' 
and Herbert White to permit them 
to go to the toilet room. Johnson, 
in charge of Lewis, was reported 
to have been escorting the patient 
to one rest room, when the at- 
tendant was suddenly felled by a 
blow on the head. About the same 
time Herbert White was escorting 
the Mcond patient, Jesse Young 
to another toilet. Both youths had 
been In locked cells and Johnson 
fomtmit the key* not only to 
the cell! but to the entrance. 


Otker Fmttenta Help 


Young attacked White and suc- 


ceeded in obtaining a pocket knife 
which the attendant carried. Lewis 


in the mean time used the keys 
which he took from the uncons- 
cious Johnson to release two oth- 
er patients, who were to aid in a 
general jail break. Instead, the 
second pair of inmates went to 
the assistance of the attendants 
and in the scuffle with the two 
negroes and White, the latter was 
beaten about the head and slashed 
on the arm with his own knife 
which was wielded by Young.

long enough for white to inform 
Fred Page, supervisor, that a 
jail break was in progress. The

my passenger bragged of his fa-

twirled the pistol and fired one 
shot at a fence post. He continued 
to warn me against taking any 
chances, stating that he haa been 
disappointed in a love affair and 
that he was on the "hot seat" 
anyway and that I might as well 
go with him. He repeatedly warned 
me to keep driving 
on 
gravel 


roads, going both north and east- 
erly and had a road map which 
he referred to several times. 


"He said that he wanted the 


car in Chicago where it was to be 
used on a big job Sunday, in which 
he would have no part but that a 
strange black car was required. 
I recall driving through Cherry 
Valley where there was a carnival 
in progress on the outskirts of the 
town. I asked him repeatedly to 
permit me to get out of the car 
and he could proceed, but he re- 
fused and insisted that I continue 
driving according to his instruc- 
tions. 


Took Off Shoes 


"About 10:30 at night I followed 


his direction and drove down a 
gravel roaa which I judge was 
about five miles south of Belvi- 
dere. There were no houses along 
the road and near an old stone 
quarry, he ordered me to turn 
around and drive back over the 
route which we had cpme. After 
proceeding only a short distance, 
he ordered me to stop the car 
and get out.He also left the car 
and outside, he ordered me to re- 
move both my shoes and socks. I 
did so, and he demanded my wrist 
watch which I handed to him. He 
also grabbed a pen and pencil set 
from my shirt pocket. Throwing 
the shoes and socks in the car 
he climed in and drove away. 


"Unable to walk on the rough 


gravel o stone, I crawled into a 
clump of bushes to collect my 
thoughts and to rest for a time. I 
had observed a light in a house 
near the stone quarry, but know- 
ing that I could not walk the dis- 
tance in my bare feet, I removed 
my undershirt u4 tew It in two 


ing, turned on the yard lights and 
came to the door. I told him that 
I had been kidnaped and he invited 
me into the house. I learned that 
his name was C. C. Cash, a former 
Montgomery Ward co. offiical, who 
had purchased the farm. 


"He immediately notified 
the 


sheriff at Belvidere, then gave me 
a drink of whiskey. When Cash 
called the sheriff at Belvidere, the 
latter told him that he had been 
informed of my being missing and 
would come to the farm at once. 
He also stated that radio reports 
from Dixon had resulted in a gen- 
eral alarm being sent out for the 
kidnaper. He arrived 
within 
a 


short time and wearing a pair of 
Rockford socks which had been 
given to me by the kind farmer, 
I was taken by Sheriff Edward G. 
Stegemiller to the county jail at 
Belvidere.

- In a unanimous decision by 
Chief Justice Vinson, the high 
tribunal indicated it is confuesd 
over steps available in Illinois 
courts in such cases. 


Vinson said that "out of an 


abundance of caution," the su- 
premecourt had decided to send 
back to Illinois courts eight ap- 
peals by prisoners who contended 
they were denied due process of 
law under the federal constitu- 
tion's 14th amendment. 


Say Rights Denied 


The eight said Illinois court* had 


rejected their petitions for writs 
of habeas corpus—legal actions 
in which they asked state court 
hearings on their contentions that 
they had been denied federally 
guaranteed rights. 


Vinson observed that after some 


of the petitions were rejected in 
lower courts, the Illinois Supreme 
Court indicated that the habeas 
corpus procedure would be ap- 
propriate in such cases. 


The highest tribunal, therefore, 


sent all eight cases back with 
instructions that the lower courts 
give new thought to the petitions 
in the light of the state supreme 
court's latest statement. 


Vinson commented that: 


No Post-Trial Remedy 


"Unless habeas corpus is availa- 


ble, we are led to-believe that Illi- 
nois offers no post-trial remedy 
in cases of this kind.

and Mrs. Joseph J. Franey of Nia- 
gara Falls and Loren Haas of Buf- 
falo. They were described as pres- 
ent or former employes of Bell 
whom the Russian, attempted to 
recruit into a spy ring. 


Committee sources said they are 


persons of unquestioned loyalty and 
proved it by dealing with the So- 
viet spy while letting government 
agents know all that was going 
on. 


Get Phony Information 


The story is that they passed 


along pieces of information that 
were phoney or of little value and 
were paid $200 for each weekly 
batch, plus around $60 for ex- 
penses. 


But the Russian, now supposed 


to be back in Moscow, never was 
arrested or prosecuted. Some com-, 
mittee members would like to know 
why. 


They have beard that two top 


officials in the government asked 
that the case be dropped because 
there might be loud international 
repercussions that could hamper 
delicate negotiations. 


Committee authorities say they 


suspect the Russian may have 
learned that FBI agent* had 
caught on to his operations, and 
that he got out of the country in 
a hurry.

million dollars' worth of diamonds 
were bought last year by Ameri- 
cana, many of whom don't know 
a good diamond when they see 
one. They would be iasily cheated 
jy swindlers all over the coun- 
,ry, according to Josef Israels II, 
f it weren't for the vigilance of 
volunteer diamond detectives who 
do their best to protect the trade 
and the 'public from crooked deal-* 
ers.

"Diamond buyers are protected 


from fraud by professional gem 
experts, diamond detectives whose 
business is buying and selling pre- 
cious stones.

Typical among 
these volunteer 'DMen' is Jack 
Werst, a Dayton, Ohio, jewel mer- 
chant who conducts a multimil- 
lion-dollar business in precious ob- 
jects. 


"The 'hot zircon' is a favorite

Debate Opens in Senate on 


Truman's T-H Repeal Plan 


Washington, 
June 
6—(AP)— 


The senate starts today a labor 
law debate keyed to President 
Truman's campaign pledge to get 
rid of the Taft-Hartley act. 


A month ago the house blocked 


the first big drive in congress to 
redeem Mr. Truman's promise. 


Now that hot political issue is 


before the senate, it's there in the 
form of the administratipn's bill 
to repeal the T-H law and re- 
place it with a slightly modified 
version of the old Wagner act. 


Again, the odds are all against 


enactment of the Truman mea- 
•ure, despite its backing by union 
leaders.' In fact, very few in con- 
gress are talking any more about 
either (1) outright repeal or (2)

In the, senate, for example, the 


strongest opposing factions are 
backing different compromises.

It i« no exagg««*t»°n to apeak of tlu* 
racket a. a greedy outrage put over in the dark of moon, for no small 
investor can protect himself. In buying his few 
— 


•hares of stock with his savings he almost certainly 
will lack the savvy to learn whether be is buying an 
obligation to pay pensions of from $25,000 to $80,000 
a year to a number of retired executives and their 
widows after they shall have expired. In lean years ^ 
when there are no profits for the stockholders, the > 
pensioners on such de luxe social security continue 
to draw their checks. In that case, they are paid! 
either wholly or in part out of the assets of toe com- 
pany, meaning the capital of the stockholders. 


Under the so-called group insurance system 


with its various "plans" all couched in a hocus-pocus absolutely baffling 
to the normal intelligence—and I do not mean the subnormal intern- 
gence either—the drain on the assets may be mitigated, but the com- 
pany will be stuck for a portion of these rich pensions just the same. 
When the investor by luck does 
buy into a company which has not 
already earrmarked and commit- 
ted a large portion of its future 
earnings and, in the absence of its 
earnings, its capital, he may yet 
be stuck for such pensions by 
vote of the beneficiaries them- 
selves, that is to say, the direc- 
tors, under the proxy system. The 
statements whiclr go out with the 
proxies usually are meaningless to 
the stockholder unfamiliar with 
corporation business.

The 
greatest demand seems to be in 
accountancy. Salaries range" from 
$225 to $450 a month, depending 
upon the profession and the educa- 
tional qualifications of the student. 


Each year Moore conducts a 


career clime at Columbia. 
For 


eight weeks, college students hear 
leading industrial, management, 
personnel and professional figures 
get down to cases in advising 
which job to seek, what to study 
to prepare for a career, where to 
look for a job and how to get a 
job. 


Clinics Successful 


These clinics have proved so 


successful, says Moore, he has 
written a book, "How To Blue- 
print Your Success." which proba- 
bly will be the basis for a course 
for credit he plans to offer at 
Columbia 
Only one other uni- 


versity in the country—Indiana— 
offers such a course for credit. 


There's what Moore tells the 


boys in his career clinics: 
Ask 


yourself, "What am I?; what do 
T want?; where do I fit?"
